Oaptain Yeo of the British ship Barcore 
roporte :—At the comurenoemont of voyage, 


‘hoad winda prevailed, and we took thirty- 


eight daya to the Equator, when we got 
strong S\E. trades which carriod us to 26 8, 
Off the Capo of Good Hope, we experienced 
very fino weather till ws arrived in 45 EL 
long,, when we gota serios of atrong waster- 
ly gales in rapid succession. Ninety-four 
days out arrived at Anjer Point, called 
there for vaterand vegetablesand procesded, 
arrived in China soa, when about 16 N. got 
vory unsettled weather, with yery low glass. 
Hove to on starboard tack, but storm passed. 
amay, with heavy rain. Olenred up again, 
with fine variable winds till we sighted the 
Gap Rock tight, when the wind shifted to, 
the N.E. and started to blow hard, with 
falling glans. On tho night of the 4th, the 
wind inoreased to 4 whola gale; on the mor- 
ping of the Bth, experionced a tertific 
typhoon burating on us at dusk, At 4 
o'clock a.m., wa being under M.L, topzails, 
which blow away as the wind came, carry~" 
Ing with it the weather main braces, and 
completely throwing the ship on her beam 
onds. We were now inavery bad position, 
being dead on @ lee shore, as near as wa 
could calculate, about 7 or & milea distant. 
As daylight broke we observed that the 
water was p curious muddy graon appearances, 
apon which wo took a cast of lead, and got 
12 fathoms of water, on which on a last 
resource we dropped both anchors, and got 
clear for cutting away the ments, at the samo 
time getting the boats over the aide. But 
she held om to her anchors till 6 o’clock, 
when she parted hor atarboard chain. The 
port chaia held her still, and we rode out 
the whole typhoon with one anchor and 
106 fathoms of chain, when we sighted tho 
Shantung next day (as it cleared up and 
modersted) which took usin tow, The 
officers and crew were exhausted with 72 
hours’ continuous work, The steamer tow- 
ed usinto port on Sunday morning. July 
12th, spoke Celtic Chief, from Cardiff, bound 
to Santos, 33 days out, in Jat. 2° N., long. 
2° W.

AN AMERICAN FEMALE JOUR. 
RALIST ON IRRIGATION. 


Mrs M, A. Hamm-Fales, wife of the 
American ox- Vice-Cuonsu! to Amoy, read a 
paper at the National Irrigation Congress 
recently on the subject of ‘Ancient and 
Medern Irrigation in China and Japan,’ in 
which she deolgred that the system in those 
countries, although over 3,000 yeara old, 
was very crude. 

{Te is doubtless trae aw asserted that irri. 
gation aa practised in Japan and China 
to-day is crude and unsystematic, but it 
would be a wiatake to assume that wo have 
nothing to learn from those countries in 
these matters, Peoples who lav. depended 
for contaiies upon artificial meibods of 
watering a large part of their agricultural 
lands ought to have gained some valuable 


by atudying what they have zecomplished. 
It way he freely admitted that the ime- 
thoda of the Guinese and Japanese are not 
modera, and that they fail to avail them. 
solves of many of tho contrivances by 
which people in the Western world would 
carry on agricultural purauits, byt at the 
sama time we must not shut our eyes to 
the fact that the Chinose accompliah results 
which make the intessive farming of the 
French seem atipshod effirts when a 
comparison is made, Recent investigators 
ofthe subje:t have expressed the opinion 
that if the same degren of skill were applied 
to make the soil of England produce farm 
products that is expended apon the lands 
of Ohina, Great Britain would be independ- 
ant of foreign nations for ita food supplies, 
aud could sypport a larger papulation than 
tha census pow ahows, Or a atili more 
forcible comparison is mado by printing 
out thit if China had made no botter use 
of her soil than the most skilful Haropean 
peoples had made of theirs, the empire 
would not be able to support one-half its 
present population. -
